Lind on His Way. 
Washington, Dec. 31.—Rear Ad-

Ship 
Island opposite Gulf port. 
From. Ship 
Island, Mr. Lind will proceed to Gulf- 
port on a revenue cutter. 
Admiral Fletcher also reported the 
departure'of the battleships Connecti- 
cut and Kansas from Vera Cruz for 
Tampico 
The gunboat Wheeling is 
on her way from Tampico to New Or- 
leans and the German cruiser Bremen 
has left Vera Cruz for the 
former 


port. 
Conditions Discouraging. 
Belated diplomatic dispatches from 
Acapulco were said at the state de- 
partment, "to give rise to considerable 
discouragement." The national bank 
there is returning deposits and it is 
believed this may enable the military 
authorties to collect forced loans from 
individuals. Spanish business houses 
are planning to close and to 
place 
their property under the protection ot 
the American consulate. 
A dispatch from Chihuahua 
says 
General Villa has announced that the 
expulsion of Japanese from Chihuahua 
has rot been ordered and it is not be- 
ing considered. 
Wilson May Meet Lind. 
Pass "Christian, 
Miss., Dec. 31.— 
President Wilson received official ad- 
vices today that John Lind, his per- 
sonal representative to Mexico, had 
left Vera Cruz on 
the scout crui- 
ser Chester which probably would ar- 
rive off here tonight. There is pos- 
sibility, if the weather is good, that 
the president will go aboard the reve- 
nue cutter Winono, recently placed at 
his disposal here, and meet Mr. Lind 
when the Chester arrives. 
The President was not inclined to 
discussing-the coming conference with 
Mr. Una,-liutauthorized the statement 
that the visit was of no especial sig- 
nificances and merely meant that the 
president's representative desired to 
communicate more fully than he could 
by cable.

President's Attitude.

that ill ere was nothing here to indi- 
cater;a crisis in Mexican affairs or that 
a He* diplomatic move was contem- 
plated. 
The president,

The president today motored to the 
Mississippi Country Club and played 
eighteen holes of golf as though he 
had not a care in the 
world. His 
health is apparently improving daily.

in gold has been agreed upon by Gen 
Villa .as the ransom he will accept foi 
the release of Louis Terrazas. son ol 
the rich Mexican land owner who hat 
bedn. imprisoned here for five weeks 
on the charge that he had supported 
Huerta: 
The money is to be paid by Ter- 
razas, senior, who has been negoti- 
ating at El Paso for the release ol 
his son. The prisoner is to be brought 
to the border under safe 
conduct 
The women members of the Terrazas 
family have gone to the border. 
Troop Train Dynamited. 
Vera Cruz, Mex., Dec. 31.—A feder 
al troop train was blown up with dy- 
namite today one hundred and seven 
miles northeast of Mexico City on the 


• main line of the Inter Oceanic rail- 
way connecting the 
federal capitol 


•with the coast. 


Wires Torn Down.

Resume Fighting. 
Presidio, Tex., Dec. 31.—The rebel 
forces resumed their fighting against 
the federal army at Ojinaga, Mexico, 
•with renewed vigor today. It was be 
lieved the federals were fast losing 
ground. 
Reports were that Gen. Pasqual Or 
ozco and Gen. Ynez Saliiar, command 
ers of federal volunteers, had arrang- 
ed to cross to the American side in 
case the federal army is utterly rout- 
ed.Federal- deserters said only the fear 
of being shot by their own officers pre- 
vented many 
federal 
soldiers from 
rushing across the river. 
They said 
their losses in dead and wounded had 
been heavy. 


Many Dead and Wounded. 
Estimates of the probable number 
of dead and wounded were based on 
what the refugees said. A federal de- 
serter said 200 or 300 of their number 
had been killed in the first attack of 
the rebels and that the wounded who 
could not shift for themselves were 
left on the field. 
Three other federal deserters said 
that most of the soldiers had not been 
paid in months' and were waiting a 
chance to desert. 
"They've all got their eyes turned 
to the American side," said one ragged 
and ruddy soldier who was eating ra- 
tions given him by an American. 
Lind's Departure. 
Mexico City, Mex., Dec. 31.—The 
departure from Merico of John Lind. 
personal representative of President 
Wilson, caused very little comment 
here. Mexican officials profess to at- 
tach no importance to Mr. Lind's move- 


ments, which they say long ago ceased 
to concern them. 


Villa at Chihuahua.

PLUMBERS REQUIRED 


TO HAVE LICENSES 


Prohibited from Engaging 
in Their 


Occupation in This State With- 


out License After Today. 


[SPECIAL TO THB GAZETTE.] 


Madison, Wis., Dec. 31.—In Milwau- 
kee on Tuesday, Jan. 0, will be given 
the first state -examination for the li- 
censing of plumbers ever held in Wis- 
consin. It will be conducted by the 
board of plumbing examiners of the 
state board of health, in the trade 
school for boys, Hanover and 
South 
Pierce streets, Milwaukee. The exam- 
ining board consists of J. E. Robert- 
son, Milwaukee, chairman; Thomas H.. 
Ferguson, Madison, secretary, and W. 


Kirehoffer, Madison, engineer. 
Requirements for License. 
All journeymen and master plumb- 
ers taking the examination are re- 
quired to file application with 
the 
plumbing di.vison of the state board 
of health, Madison, .on blanks furnish- 
ed by that body, with the fee of $2 for 
iourneyman and $10 for master's 
li- 
cense. Candidates must cojne equip- 
ped with .solder, tools, pet 
tTHI^fur- 
nace. The rest of the necessary ma- 
terial will1-be provided by the board. 
Both written and oral tests and prac- 
tical demonstrations will be given. 
Since the new state plumbing law 
became effective Oct. 2, 1913, nearly 
2 000 Wisconsin plumbers have com- 
plied with 'its provisions and secured 
stat-e licenses. Those doing business 
without state license are doing so in 
violation of, the law, and will be com- 
pelled, to .secure licenses or lie barred 
from continuing in business. 
Of the 


2,000 who-have complied, approximate- 
ly 360 have taken 
out 
licenses 
as 


plumbing contractors, 
which means 
;hat there 'are about 360 plumbing 
shops in Wisconsin; 550 have taken 
out licenses as master plumbers and 
over 1,000. as journeymen plumbers. 
Demand for Renewals. 
According to this law, these 1913 
licenses expire today, so that it was 
necessary to demand, renewals 
for 
1914. The .board of health is 
daily 
reeeiving'-hundreds of applications for 
renewal. Notwithstanding the initial 
license fee covered only the 
short- 
term period from Oct. 2 to Dec. • 31,' 
1913, and renewals had to be made, 
together with the payment of a sec- 
ond fee by Jan. 1, 1914, the response 
to the provisions of the law is con- 
sidered 
remarkable. 
The 
license 
fees are $40 for plumbing contractors, 
S10 for master plumbers, ana $2 tor 
journeymen for the initial fees and 
rne-half that 
amount for 
renewal. 
Thus a plumber who might seek to 
evade payment of two fees, the initial 
and the renewal, by waitng until 19.1.4 
tc apply for a license, finds he can- 
not secure it without payment of the 
two fes at the same time. Penalty for 
operating without a license is a 
fine 
from $10 to $50 or imprisonment not 
xceeaing thirty days. 
The formulation of the 
plumbers' 
code is about completed.

of Agricultural Engineers here today 
by Frank M White, of the Wisconsin 
college of agriculture. At Wisconsin, 
he said, the agricultural engineering 
extension service vas forced upon 
the department by the desire of farm- 
ers themselves to know more about 
KUC subjects as silos, better farm 
buildings, lighting, 
heating, ventil- 
ating, cement and concrete, gas en- 
gines, and small farm machinery. 
The introduction of the silo was 
credited with a beneficial effect upon 
Wisconsin 
dairy 
interests. Engin- 
eering extension service here enters, 
the university offering to .rent a silo 
form to any community of farmers 
who are interested in the building of 
a permanent silo. The object is to 
arouse interest in silos, to advise the 
building of a permanent silo, and to 
develope the community idea of hand- 
ling lli.eir 
work. The average cost 
of "silos is around $XOO to $350. al- 
though they have been built for $100. 
Through the organization of silo cir- 
cuits, the university has gone into 
twenty-two 
counties 
and 
assisted 
sixty-seven farmers during the past 
thre'e years

IN TENEMENT FIRE; 


FAMILIES HOMELESS 


Fire Starts From Ground Floor Cutting 


Off Escape—Fifteen Hurt Jump- 


ing From Fire Escape.

New York, Dec. 31.—Eight persons, 


five men and three women, were killed 
in a tenement house fire in the crowd- 
ed East Sid district today. 
Fifteen 
persons were injured, four seriously, 
by jumping from lire escapes. 
The fire started on the ground floor, 
cutting off escape by the stairway. 
An hour before dawn the tenants in 
the house were aroused by the cries 
of persons in the streets. Finding es- 
cape by way of the stairway cut off 
they crowded on the .lire escape. 
The 
calmer waited for the firemen to raise 
ladders. A few made their way over 
the roofs of adjoining buildings. 
The dead: 
, 
Mrs. Bessie Kaplan, 55 years old, a 
widow. 
Barnie Kaplan, 18, her son. 
Louis Kaplau, 16, another son. 
Samuel Cohen, 64, 
Isaac Weisberg, 50. 
Mrs. Pearl Weisberg, 50, his wife. 
Gussie Mazzin, 19 years old. 
Israle Golden, 35. 
The Mazzin girl, after assisting her 
father and mother and f've brothers 
to the fire escape lost her head and 
returned to her room, where she was 
found dead. The bodies of Mrs. .Kap- 
lan and her sons and Samuel Cohen, 
a tailor, who occupied a room with 
them, were found -on the fifth floor. 
Islael Golden was found dead in his 
bed on the fifth floor. The Weisbergs 
were in their apartment on the third 
floor. 


More than thirty families were made 
homeless. Many fled half clad in the 
biting early morning 
air and were 
taken care of by neighbors. 
All indi- 
cations were that the fire was started 
by an incendiary and an investigation 
was begun.

Washington, Dec. 31.—The army 
got through the year 1913 with only 
two cases of typhoid fever in the en- 
listed strength of more than 80,000 
officers and men. One was that of a 
man who had not been immunied with 
the typhoid vaccine and was believed 
to have contracted the fever before he 
enlisted. 
The other case 
was 
among the 
troops in China and though the man 
was immunized in 1911 the history of 
the case is in doubt. 
The 'navy, which adopted the vac- 
cine later than the army and did not 
make its use at once cpmpulsory, had 
among its 50,000 jackies only- seven 
authentic cases of typhoid in the year 
ending last June. Out of these were 
treated at a remote tropical station 
where the vaccine had deteriorated.

The m.ost talked of law is the •eu- 
genic law, or chapter 73S of the laws 
ot .1913, which goes into effect at mid- 
night on \Vednesday and

Free Drinking Cups. 
Another which is to go into 
effect 
Wednesday night is that which cam- 
pels all railroads in the state to fur- 
: rush free individual drinking cups on 
all trains. A law passed by a previ- 
ous legislature denied the railroads 
permission to allow the public drink- 
ing cup to be used in trains. The 
new la\v goes a step further and com- 
pels railroads to furnish cups to all 
passengers who have paid for a trans- 
portation for ten 
consecutive miles 
with a drinking cup .on demand, which 
shall not have been previously used 
by another person. 


The third law to go into effect 
on 
New Year's day is that relating 
to 
fire insurance adjusters. 
Chapter 317 of the 
law's of 
1913 
takes effect 
on June 1, 1914. This 
law regulates the manufacture, stor- 
age, sale and distribution of matches 
and provides a penalty for the viola- 
tion of such regulations. 


Regulate Matches. 
This law prohibits the sale of white

POPULAR WITH ROCK COUNTY 


BRIDES IN 1913. 


MANY YOUNG MEN WED 


Large Number Of Youths Embark on 


Sea of Matrimony Soon After 


Attaining Their Majority. 


But ninety young women, out of a 
total of 460 who were brides in Rock 
county during the year 1913, were old- 
er than 26 years when they were mar- 
ried, according to figures compiled by 
County Clerk Howard-W. Lee. The 
age of 22 was the most popular one 
for brides, 50 being wedded at that 
age, while 21 was the age at which 
the largest number of 
young 
men 
elected 
to begin their matrimonial 
careers, with. 55 in that classification. 
The figures indicate an early dispo- 
sition on the part of the young men 
"to take unto themselves a wife," for 
45 were married at the age of 22, 41 
at 23, and 40 at 24. There were more 
young men who were married with 
the consent 
of 
their parents than 
there were young women, the figures 
standing 26 to 24. Three boys were 
married at 18, which is the lowest age 
at which a male can be married in 
Wisconsin under the law, while three 
girls were married at 15, the lowest 
age for females. 
Among the men, however, there is 
a fairly large percentage who marry 
after the age of 30, SO marrying be- 
tween the ages of thirty and forty, 
and 25 after forty, during the past 
year. 
The record, shows that three 
men became husbands at 50, one at 
59, one at 60. one at 61, one at 70, 
and one at 75, the oldest bridegroom 
of the year. 
The oldest bride of the year was 


70 years of age. There was also a 
bride at 60, one at 57, one at 51, one 
at 50. and 9 between the ages of 40 
and 50.

HERE is a certain little restaurant not far from here at which the 


best food I ever ate is served. The menu is perfectly simple, there 
are only three courses in the dinner.

Slice bananas very thin after peel- 
ing and scraping off the long coarse 
fibre which covers it. Allow me to 
repeat "slice thin," as it makes all 
the difference 
in the world in the 
taste and it is most difficult to get 
it done when ordering such a dish. 
Squeeze over a few drops of lemon 
juice and serve with powdered sugar 
and thick cream. 
These are fine for 
children, poured 
over 
sponge cake 


and served as a dessert or sweet at 
luncheon. 


Baked Bananas. 
For children in particular the .di- 
gestion is 
hastened by cooking, but 


if ripe as
